houses appear to’ possess no means of -dis-° 
posing of kitchen, or garden refuse. That 


‘very useful institution the dustbin does not 


seem ‘tq -have found its way to’. Kowloon 
as yet, with the result that refuse is in 
‘many, cases depasited outside the front 
gaic and there left to await the arrival of 
the dust cart. This method of disposing of 
rubbish may recommend itself to the, occu- 
pants of the houses referréd to but is 
decidedly ‘bad = from ~a-~sanitary “point 
cof view, Itis not pleasant. to see heaps of 
cinders and decaying cabbage leaves deposit- 
ed at the roadside, for the cabbage leaves 
are tinsavory and the dist from the cinderg 
gets blown about the roads and over passing 
pedestrians, while coolies are*to be seen 
picking the heaps over for any scraps that 
they may take a fancy to, and so sprdading 
the rubbish about as to make it difficule for 
the dust carts to collect it. This’ is a state 
of affairs that might be easily remedied ;
